Dr. Christina, from a medical school in Brazil, is visiting the Middleton Medical School to 
give a talk on new medicines. She is one of a team of doctors and pharmacists who work in 
the Amazon Forest. They work to find out about the methods which local people use to treat 
diseases. Local people use "herbal" medicines, which come from plants and the team wants 
to learn about these plants and study them to find the active component. 

Then they plan to experiment with them. 

Herbal (Plant) medicines were used for treating illness very long ago, and they are still 
common in many parts of the world. These plant medicines are safer and cheaper than 
scientific medicines, and they work just as well for many diseases. Moreover, people believe 
that products labeled "natural" are always safe and good for them. 

However, many people still use scientific medicines. Dr. Christina says that we are too 
dependent on scientific medicines, which can be dangerous and make people ill. 

Some diseases have become resistant to them. If the medicines stop killing bacteria and 
viruses, then they are more dangerous than useful. Many doctors do not recommend plant 
medicines but this is because they do not understand them.

She thinks we should use 
plant medicines for most of our illnesses, and keep scientific medicines for treating dangerous 
diseases. On the other hand, some herbs can cause serious harm.

The team "folk song" has been current for over a hundred years, but there is still a good deal of 
disagreement as to what it actually means. The definition provided by the International Folk Music Council 
states that folk music is the music of ordinary people, which is passed on from person to person by being 
listened to rather than learned from the printed page. Other factors that help shape a folk song include: 
continuity, variation and selection (the acceptance of a song by the community in which it evolves). 

When songs have been subjected to these processes their origin is usually impossible to trace. For 
instance, if a farm laborer were to make up a song and sing it to a-couple of friends who like it and 
memorize it, possibly when the friends come to sing it themselves one of them might forget some of the 
words and make up new ones to fill the gap, while the other might add a few decorative touches to the 
tune. If this happened a few times there would be many different versions, and the song would become 
common property. This constant reshaping and re-creation is the essence of folk music. Consequently, 
modem popular songs and other published music, even though widely sung by people who are not 
professional musicians, are not considered folk music. The music and words have been set by a printed or 
recorded source. These songs' origins cannot be disguised and therefore they belong primarily to the 
composer and not toa community. 

The ideal situation for the creation of folk music is an isolated rural community. In such a setting, folk 
songs and dances have a special purpose at every stage in a person's life, from childhood to death.

Taking a test is like running a marathon. Both activities require you to do your best for a long time. There 
are a couple of strategies you can use to stay relaxed, focused and motivated for the whole test. Runners 
train before a big race. You can train for a test in a similar way. 

For a reading text, there may be comprehension questions on vocabulary, main idea, details, cause and 
effect, sequence and inferences. The goal of a test is usually to independently apply the skills you have 
learned and practiced in class. 

Just like before a big race, it is a good idea to take care of your basic needs before the test begins. For 
example, get plenty of sleep the night before. During the day of the test, get enough to eat. Go to the 
bathroom ahead of time. These things will help you focus. When you get the test, don't forget to put your 
name on it.

In 1895, the writer HG Wells (1866-1946) saw technology differently. He wrote about the 
possible dangers of technology.

Aldous Huxley's Brave New World (1931) is about a future in which people produced in factories. 
But not all science fiction writers saw technology as bad. Authors such as Isaac Asimov (1920-

Science fiction has evolved with technology. In the 1960s, space was being explored for the first 
time. This gave science fiction writers ideas for what explorers might find in space: strange worlds 
and unexplained mysteries, such as in the novels of Arthur C. Clarke.

Bees, like human 
beings live in organized groups. They tell each other that there is food by carrying samples back to 
the hive. They show the distance and direction of the food by dancing. These are important to the 
bees as they help them to know the sources of food. 

To communicate with each other, lions will use different calls. These calls are what most people 
refer to as lion sounds. Each of these sounds has a different meaning. Most, if not all, of us know 
the most common of the lion sounds is the roar. It can be described as one of the loudest calls in 
the animal kingdom. In fact, studies have shown that it can be heard up to about 8 kilometers 
away. The males' roar is louder than the females' roar, although at time this will be determined by 
age. Roars can be mostly heard just before sunset and sunrise, when they are most active. Roars 
can be used to warn lions from other prides to keep off their home territory to show how big they 
are and to tell other lions their location. 

Of course, the main difference between man's method of exchanging information and that of 
other creatures is the spoken language. Only man can speak. Thus, man alone can express ideas 
and share knowledge with other human beings. 

Social groups of human beings and other lower creatures depend upon methods of exchanging 
information. However, only human society which has a spoken language can make great social and 
technical progress.

Villagers in Vietnam and Laos have spotted saolas only on rare occasion. Although saolas 
physically resemble miniature antelopes, DNA testing confirmed they are a separate species. 
previously unknown to mankind. Biologically, saolas are related to cows and bison. Their name 
means "spinning wheel posts," referring to the animals' long horns that sweep back over the neck. 
Their most distinguishing feature, aside from the horns, are massive scent glands in their cheeks. 
Saolas mark their territory with musk from these glands. Scientists are uncertain exactly how many 
of the animals exist today. 

Nearly twenty years ago, an adult female was captured and sent to a zoo in Laos. The salao stood 
about waist-high with 18-inch horns. This interesting mammal appears to have little fear of humans 
and was observed to be approachable in zoo settings. Their reaction to dogs, however, gives a clue 
as to possible predators. Unfortunately, observations of saolas have been limited, as those 
captured have died shortly thereafter. Causes of each death have not been fully determined, 
although at least two have succumbed to infection. 

Scientists disagree as to the best course of action for saving saolas. Some believe that leaving the 
saola alone to roam the few remaining patches of their native habitat- wet evergreen forests-will 
ensure their survival. Others argue for a more direct approach, such as captive breeding. Either 
way, if saolas become extinct, it will represent another failure in protecting Earth's fragile 
ecosystems.

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Theft occurs everywhere. It has different forms. Pick-pocketing happens when someone cleverly 
steals something from another especially when they bump into each other.

Everyone is individual and different. In the same way as everyone's finger-prints are unique. so is 
everyone's personality. We can usually see people's personality in the clothes they wear, or how 
they look after their things, or how they behave with other people around them.

A chameleon is a kind of lizard. There are over 80 different species of chameleon. 
Most of them live in Africa, but there are some species that live in India and Middle East, and the 
| Mediterranean countries. The unusual thing about chameleon is that they change their color so 
that animals will not be able to see them and attack them, but this not true. Chameleons actually 
| change their color due to a number of different factors, including their mood, changes in light or

These feet allow chameleons to grip on to rough or narrow branches with ease, aided by 
the sharp claw on each toe. Chameleons also have prehensile tails, which means their tails are 
highly adapted to gripping on to branches. Chameleons' tails are able to curl several times around 
a branch, helping them to balance and hold on.
